Just some thoughts: 


I don't know exactly where your shore station will be but from experience I 
can tell you that the 4.5 MHz range will probably be the band of choice for 
night time comms and the 6.5 MHz (if available to you) will be the work 
horse band during the day. I was the radio operator/technician for the 
shore station WFE in Houston years ago and most of our communications were 
with our ships in the Gulf of Mexico at the same kind of distances that you 
spoke of. 2.5 MHz wasn't available to our shore station but our ships used 
it a lot for ship-to-ship communications. It would of probably been useful 
when the ships were at port in Galveston. 


As far as the antenna tuners are concerned, the switched inductor tuner may 
be easier for the secretary to use. I would suspect that the taps are 
arranged to provide a match to the widest range of impedances, not 
necessarily to the ham bands. If it won't match your antenna you can 
probably just change the length of your antenna a bit to bring it within 
range. If the budget isn't much of an issue, you may want to look at the 
automatic tuners made be SGC. I've heard good things about them and they 
seem ideal for your situation but I have not used one myself. 


Of course for the greatest simplicity I would recommend resonant dipoles cut 
for the frequencies of interest with possibly an antenna switch controlled 
via the logic from the Icom rig. If there is a chance for operating the rig 
into the wrong antenna or tuner setting it will happen. Since most of your 
communications may be NVIS a low dipole would work well. It will also 
reduce QRM from longer distances (river boat communications up the 
Mississippi and Ohio Rivers was always a problem for us on the Gulf coast). 


By the way, are you the same Henry Freedenberg that belonged to BVARC in the 
late '70s, early ‘80s time frame? If so, you may remember me under my old 
call of KASDUU and my wife KA5SGM.

Just got back from the weekend in the mountains near Rocky Mountain 
National Park. Had some very interesting QSO's that I thought you all 
might like to hear about. The contacts were not plentiful, but enough to 
keep the interest up! 


I have used an 80 meter twin lead fed dipole, the SLV fishing pole 
vertical, and other antennas over the years. This year I went for 
simple. Took a 90 foot role of 18 ga. stranded wire and hung the end of 
it in a pine tree at about 45 feet. Then just hooked the other end to 
the tuner. Then hooked a counterposie to the tuner ground of about 20 
feet.

Great kit. Wonderful feeling hearing that AFA chip talk to you when you 
push the button during step 11 ... but I'm a little bit confused here. I 
planned to use a remote switch for the AUTO/MANUAL choices (not sure where 
I'll put it yet), but noticed during testing that in both switch positions 
I got the same results -- what seems to be manual mode. Is this normal 
during this phase of the project? Or should the two different modes be 
fully operational from this point? 


And one question about section 12--Keyer and transmit control.... have 
there been problems with some of the 2N3906's --- are some of them 
defective?? Because I have input voltage of 12V on the transistor during 
the TICK (s t ....) tune mode , I hear the steady tone in my earphones but 
the voltage at the topside of R98 is O instead of the nominal 12V Dave 
suggests. 


TheTICK works fine and the tune signal is there, and the keyer works fine 
-- but the 2N3906 doesn't seem to be conducting. I don't believe it had 
excessive heat when I soldered it, yet for some reason current is not 
passing thru it. Any thoughts would be appreciated, please and

Even Steven King 
and other famous authors started out this way. Keep coming 
back. 

i. There are a number of newsletters and major magazines that 
are hungry for authors. Even QST calls for articles lately. 
Think big gang. Go for it. YOU can do it. If 3,000+ QRPers 
got to doing this the rest of the ham community will get to 
thinking that there really is something to this stuff.... 


So, George and the gang in the NJQRP Club. Good job and a five 
star rating from me personally. The enthusiasm and hard work is 
obvious. It is the sincere hope of the QRP community that you 

will consider doing it again and don't hesitate to ask for help. 


Let me go out again on a limb here gang. Let's all support these 
activities as much as possible. Yes, there is the cry for free 
activities but these things are not free. Someone has to pay for 
the rooms, some of the speakers expenses, and hopefully the expenses 
for George and others in doing this. I had help from Donald Trump 
on my expenses so my donation of the trip is my way of helping on 
this project. I am concerned that we not all get caught up in 

a trend that all such activities and their expenses be carried by 
the group doing all the physical labor and investments of personal 
time. Contributions from outside the organization will go a long 
way to help assure that the event happens again. Keep that in 
mind the next time these things come up. Just my $0.02 worth 

of contribution to the topic. 


I'd guess that next year the number in attendance will hit 200. 


I think I forgot the homework assignments. But one is very important. 
I know that a bunch of people mentioned to me that they were really 
pumped up and ready to go after the meeting and they came away with 
more enthusiasm. Your job is to go out and recruit another QRPer 

for next year. Get someone that was active as a ham but isn't now. 
They just need something to get excited about. Find someone who 

is not a ham but might have an interest and Elmer them into the 

hobby. Don't be overly aggressive, just work on them a little at 

a time or find someone that just needs help. 


And the other comment overheard. "I didn't know there were so 

many QRPers in the area." I can tell you from what I have heard 

and seen over the years. Start with just two or three people 

meeting once a month at the same time and place and tell others. 

The group WILL grow. Don't change the time and place. Sure, some 

of the group will miss sometimes but as the group grows who cares? :-) 
It gains a life on its own. Just look at the comments others groups 
make on how they got started. They pretty much have the same theme. 


As Preston Douglas mentioned the hotel was nice and the hot water 
and A/C worked. The meeting room was nicely done and thanks for 
the breaks during the day. 


So, next year Timonium is on the list of must do meets for a lot of 
us. Heck, I can spell it now. 


A million thanks again for a job well done by the Atlanticon team 
and I'd like George Heron, N2APB, to be sure to list all the team 
members for the records of QRP-L and the permanent history of QRPers 
everywhere.

Good morning great friends! It's a great day here in 
Santa Rosa, CA. Glad I have a few moments to check 
in with the gang and share weekend operating information. 


Walter/AG5P graciously sent me a Black Widow pole for 

my antenna use. Thanks Walter! What a guy. And Chris/N3XRV 
sent me a BB3 base tuning unit. Both of these are going to 
really help my stealth operations here at the mobile home. 


I also wanted to field test my ‘Quad Chair' and check into 
the WSN-40 Net (Every Sat., 9:00 Pac. Time., 7040 KHz). 


So I packed up the OHR-100, Tuner,wattmeter,wire, twine, 
Vibroplex bug, dipole antenna, screwdriver,headphones, and 

two 2.1 AH gel cells with cables etc. Everything fit into 

the plastic box with velcro lid closure I reported on last week. 


I strapped the box with quad chair on top, and all was stable 

on the back of my rack on the 10 speed bicycle. Except for 
forgetting my jacket, all was perfect. It was 7:45 AM and 

3 miles to the park. 

Upon arrival I set up next to the lake in Rohnert Park. Roberts 
Lake. A little duck pond by the U.S. 101 freeway. The pond is part 
of the Mountain Shadows North golf course. Very pretty. 


I wedged the feedpoint of the dipole between the wood slats in 
the park table and tied the ends of the dipole 6 feet up in the 
neighboring trees. With all connected I was hearing good signals 
and nabbed a 30 minute ragchew. 


But an icy breeze whipped in and I was shaking with cold. Wishing 
I had grabbed my jacket and cap. So I unfurled the full 15 feet of 
headphone wire and sat in my quad chair in the sun, listening to 
the net during call-up and comments. 


Then it was my turn and I shared the beautiful view and station 
setup. All signals were fine, except everyone experienced QSB. 


I packed up and rode off. 
A quick lunch and now it was time to act on that black widow pole. 


I decided that anchoring it to the travel box would be ideal, since 

I use the box for my station table when away from picnic tables. So 

I found that the web strap on the box could easily wrap around the pole 
and box, then anchored under the velcro lid for a rigid antenna 

base. 


Then I grabbed two rolls of 50 feet of wire that Jim Skalski traded 
me and I made a 66 foot doublet antenna, then used the rest of the 
wire as window line, using duct tape strips, 3/8 inch fat, as the 


insulating spacer about every 6 inches. It was fun. 


Oh, storing wire antennas is important for quick setup so I grabbed a 
5x4x1 inch box with lid and slid a curtain hook under the lip of the 
box. The center antenna point clips under the hook and each leg of the 
dipole is wound to the right and left side respectively. The feedline 
wraps last and is hooked in at the end. Very clean. I did add 10 

feet of twine and a plastic coathanger insulator to the dipole ends. 


With all my gear in the box, my quad chair, and black widow pole I 
decided to time myself going from fully packed to on-the-air in 15 
minutes of slow-and -easy setting up, as if out in the cold weather. 


Pretty cool setup, antenna strapped to box, rigs/bug on the top of 
the box, and me sitting in my comfortable quad chair. 


It is important to have the first section of the pole locked in 
place before strapping the pole to the box. Otherwise you can't 
get the first section out. 


Anyway, that's my weekend report. I had a great time working portable 
and with the Black Widow fishing pole (Commonly used for SLV's), I 
expect my park trips are really gonna be extra fun. 


QRP'n it in Northern California. Best fun to all.

Well, I finally received my Weller WTCPT iron last week... for those of you 

who haven't used one, it's terrific! Going from the Radio Shack model I had 
to this is like going from a Chevette to a Corvette... it's a great piece of 

equipment that has really improved my homebrewing/kit building experience so 
far. Thanks to those on the list who recommended it. 


Anyway, I decided that it was time to start the NC20 (I received one of the 


"insurance" kits). Everything went smoothly up to the AFA step, and it's a 
great kit to build, even considering the relatively high component density. 
Good instructions, even better help from you list people :) 


Like I said, it was smooth sailing, all the voltages checked out well, the 
audio amps were buzzing, the AFA was beeping, and all was good. 


HA! It was then that Murphy struck with a vengeance. 


I figured that I'd de-flux the corner of the board I completed before 
heading to bed, so I pulled out the can o' flux remover and went to work. 
The board looked much better. I left it to dry. came back an hour later 
right before going to bed to test it out one more time. Plugged it in, 
tapped SW2. 


Dead. Nothing. 


Checked the voltage on the VFO at the RF test point: .3v. Uh-oh. It was 
1.4v last time I checked. 


I had exercised a bit while letting the NC dry off, and was perspiring 
slighly. Just then, to make matters worse, a drop of sweat dripped off my 
hair and onto the board, right onto the audio pre-amp section. 


No more buzzing now, either. 


As my heart began to sink into my stomach, I could hear the amp start up 
again, and it slowly started its hissing once again. Phew! 


Finally, in desperation, I pulled the AFA jumpers (i added header pins to 
the AFA settings) and reset them. BEEP! All right! I guess the flux 
remover ran up through the jumpers and coated them enough to stop them from, 
er, jumping. So, no problem there anymore. 


The VFO was still a bit low, though, at .9vdc (it had been slowly rising as 
time went by.) I let the NC sit a while longer, and the VFO climbed back 
up to about 1.3v. So, I guess there was still a bit of flux-off still 
underneath the vfo parts. I was able to tune the vfo to 4.999 this morning 
with no problems. 


Anyway, take this as a warning not to be as dumb, or as over-confident, as I 
was :) 


Hope to finish the receiver tonite--maybe I'll hear some of you NC20 folks 
out there.

I'm looking at getting into QRP, again. I used to have an HW-7, MANY 
years ago (I bought it new and built it). I sold it a couple of years 
after that. 


Well, the other day, I ran across another HW-7. It's ‘original' (no 
mods) and looks pretty good, from a construction standpoint. I powered 
it up and it does work, however it (of course) has the old problem of 
microphonics when the front end is properly tuned. I also noticed that 
the audio ‘cut in and out' as the Preselector was adjusted, almost like 
the shaft on the Preselector capacitor isn't always grounding properly. 
I don't remember if mine did that or not, but I don't think it did. I 
also noticed a lot of what sounded like AC hum, even though the rig was 
running on a very ‘'clean' power supply. Am I remembering correctly that 
this was a common problem with the HW-7? The case is in pretty good shape 
- a few minor 'stains' and one small area of chipped paint. The dial 
also has a few places rubbed off, but it's still perfectly usable to see 
what frequency the rig is on. 


I remember that there were quite a few mods that various ones came up 


with, to improve the performance of the HW-7. This one can be ‘had' for 
$75. Is that a 'fair' price for one that's in the condition that I 
described, or is that too much or not enough? Also, would I be better of 
to spend my money on something like a Small Wonder Labs SW-40+ (I'm 
mainly interested in 40 meters, so that I can use it during the day and 
the evenings and probably more during the evenings). What other rigs are 
good, that fall in the $75 to $100 range (if any)? I've noticed the 
TenTec transceivers - are they any good? How do they compare, in 
performance, to some of the others (like the SW-40+)?
